John L. Lewis’s speech to the convention 
of the Steel Workers Organizing Committee 
is a stirring call for solidarity and action 
directed not only to the steel workers, but 
to the masses of the American people. 

Speaking to the representatives of 550,- 
000 organized workers in an industry that 
only a year and a half ago was completely 
open shop, Lewis took up the challenge of 
the Economic Royalists, who have gone on 
a sitdown strike against recovery. He de- 
clared that Labor in Americd cant be 
turned out to starve merely because indus- 
try desires to dispose of its services.” He 
affirmed the right to work, and criticized 
the Federal government and Congress for 
failing to undertake a large-scale housing 
program to alleviate the present situation.

A Galley Slave Blow 
Against Labor 


The decision of the federal court of Bal- 
timore in the Algic case brings back the 
stench of the galley slave days. 

Yesterday 14 heroic and militant mem- 
bers of the government-owned S. S. Algic 
were convicted on two “conspiracy to revolt” 
charges based on a 147-year-old mutiny 
statute. 

These seamen, all members of the CIO 
National Maritime Union, are subject to a 
fine of $1,000 or 5 years in prison on each 
charge—or both. Their “crime” was that 
they struck in Montevideo, Uruguay, harbor, 
last Sept. 10, refusing to work with scabs 
and plug-uglies who threatened their union 
and their jobs. 

The reactionary court, Judge W. Calvin 
Chestnut, in charging the jury blandly de- 
clared: 

“The right of seamen to join a union is 
not involved in this case.” 

But this anti-labor demagogy fools no 
one. To wipe out the elementary right to 
strike is to convert the seamen’s right to 
join a union, to bargain collectively—and the 
Wagner Labor Act—into a scrap of paper. 
Moreover, the Algic decision is an imminent 
danger to the fundamental rights of labor 
throughout the country. 

For a long time the labor-hating Senator 
Copeland, head of the Senate Commerce 
Committee, and his Tory Wall Street bosses, 
have been trying to smash the N.M.U. This 
is what they have in mind in trotting out 
numerous stool-pigeon letters describing sea- 
men as “ynruly troublemakers.” This is why 
Copeland and the reactionary shipowners are 
like two peas in a pod—against the all mil- 
itant seamen. 

. Labor and progressives on a nation-wide 
scale should send protests to President 
Roosevelt demanding a. halt to these vi- 
cious attempts to make the government a 
strikebreaker and a union-buster. 

Already the National Algic Defense Com- 
mittee, 126 llth Ave., N.Y.C., has begun a 
$100,000 campaign to appeal the Algic deci- 
sion and for the freedom of the 14 framed- 
up seamen.

Trotskyism

A FEW weeks ago, in the New Masses, Granville Hicks 
hrought up the question of the Trotzkyite bias in the 


Nation's literary department. 


I don’t believe a fairer in- 


quest was ever conducted. Hicks listed same ten concrete 
examples of where novels, political or economic books writ- 
ten by anyone suspected of having the faintest Communist 
sympathies were handed over to Trotzkyite reviewers for 
deliberate assassination in the Nation. 

The Nation, in its editorial answer, acknowledges that 
Hicks was not unjust. “The author (Hicks) credited us 


‘on the whole’ with a disposition to 


be fair, however, open to criticism 


from the point of view of Communist analysis. But our literary de- 
partment he charged with consistent unfairness on questions of Com- 
munism and Soviet Russia. ... Only a rebuttal of equal length could 
take up seriatum the examples of alleged bias cited by Mr. Hicks. 


This we shall not attempt.” 


No, they do not attempt to answer even one specific charge. In 
any court, this might be named an admission of guilt. They go on, 
however, to utter a blank denial that they had ever deliberately chosen 
anti-Communist reviewers for Communist books.

van Beethoven is perhaps the 


greatest composer of all time. 


He intended his music to express ideas in his mind, and 
whatever ideas evolved and matured were regarded steadily 
and with conviction.
